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(54) CLASSIFIED DOCUMENT PRIORITY OUTPUT PRINTER 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To realize prior printing of a 
classified document by interrupting the printing of other 
documents. 

SOLUTION: When the user inputs the identification number of a 
classified document to an identification number inputting portion 
105, a memory information managing portion 104 retrieves an 
identification information memory portion 103 so that in the 
case the identification number is found, printing of the classified 
document information corresponding to the identification 
number is required to a printing controlling portion 106. The 
printing controlling portion immediately starts printing in the 
case a printing portion 108 is not printing, or interrupt printing in 
the case the printing portion 108 is printing and sends page | | 

feed information as well as the printing interruption position is * 
stored in a printing information memory portion 107 for prior printing of the classified document. 
However, in the case the printed document is also a classified document, the above-mentioned 
operation is not conducted. Further, printing of the interrupted document will be resumed after 
finishing the classified document printing. 
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A user who transmitted a classified document, in order to print the transmitted 
classified document, inputs a password that had been attached to the transmitted 
classified document into a password input section 105 of a printer 100. A stored 
information management section 104 searches a password information memory section 
103 for the input password. If the input password is saved, the stored information 
management section 1 04 determines, from a management table 1 09, a memory location 
of document information that corresponds to the password in a document information 
saving section 102, and then instructs a print control section 106 to start printing. 

The print control section 106, if no other document is being printed, transmits 
the relevant information to a print section 108 in order to initiate printing of the 
classified document as instructed. If another document is being printed, the print 
control section 106 temporarily suspends the printing of the document at a timing of 
transmitting page break information of the printing document to the print section 108. 
Meanwhile, the print control section 106 stores the location of print suspension in a 
print information saving section 107 and transmits the information of the requested 
classified document to the print section 108, thereby initiating printing. However, this 
is not the case if the other document being printed is also a classified document. When 
the printing of the classified document is finished, in order to resume the printing of the 
suspended document, the print control section 106 reads from the print information 
saving section 107 the memory location that contains the document information for 
which printing is to be resumed, and then the printing is resumed.
